Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach nor render obvious the claimed combination wherein 
comprising at least one of an outer ring raceway surface, an inner ring raceway surface 
and a roller raceway surface in the shape of a full crowning and a radius of curvature R 
of the full crowning is made to satisfy the relationship of 0.01<L 2 /(Da x R)<0.03 wherein 
Da is the diameter of the roller and L is the length of the roller.
